REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF MASON: 


We have the honor of presenting to you a brief annual report of 
our schools. Itis very difficult to decide of the many things that 
might be said just which you would like and need most to know. It 
has been our endeavor to serve all schools equally, giving each school, 
except No. 1, the same number of weeks. We thought best to close 
No. 1 school one week sooner than we intended to, on account of the 
stormy weather and bad traveling. We have given each scholar the 
opportunity of attending school near their homes, thinking best, at 
the wish of parents, to have a school in each school-house in town. 
The teachers have done good work, and for the most part to the 
satisfaction of the parents. Not one but has shown zeal and even 
devotion to the task in hand. 

The number of teachers employed was nine. All but two have 
had some experience. Miss Lucy G. Thompson, teacher in the spring 
term at No. 1 school, was called home on account of sickness of her 
father at the end of the ninth week, much to the regret of all. The 
good work in this school has been earried on with little or no friction 
through the fall and winter terms by Miss Alice M. Day, one well 
qualified to fill the position she has held. The spring term in No. 4 
school was taught by Miss Hattie F. Holt, of Wilton. On account 
of distance from home and salary we were obliged to make a change 
in teachers. ‘Tae fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Bessie 
M. Tarbell, a young and inexperienced teacher. We are glad to 
recommend her as a teacher worthy of the position she held. The 
spring term in No. 5 school was taught by Miss Abbie E. Howard. 
On account of distance from home and poor health of her sister she 
accepted a situation at Greenville. The fall and winter terms were 
in charge of Miss Jennie C. Weston. ‘This was her first attempt at 
teaching, which proved a success. We also class her among our list 
of number one teachers. Miss Hattie E. Hosmer, Misses Lottie B. 
and Eva M. Hodgman have taught the entire school year in Nos. 2, 3 
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and 6, and they have done excellent school work. We can justly say 
to the citizens of Mason that all the schools in town during the year 
have proved a success. 

Columbus Day was observed by all the schools in town with ap- 
propriate exercises. The school board wish to take this opportunity 
to thank the teachers, scholars and friends who have so generously 
assisted in the observance of that day. ‘ 

Our union school has been in charge of Miss Lillie M. Bacon of 
Greenville, an earnest, successful worker. We feel interested in its 
success, furnishing, as we have done this year, one-half of the funds 
for its support. The loss sustained in that school the winter term, 
one year ago, has been partially made up, and we hope it will be fully 
restored in the future.
